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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a) 

Dear Sir: 

The applicants, Angelo TogHa, Neil Chris and Jeffrey Larson, hereby 
petition the conmiissioner to seek a patent imder the provisions of 37 CFR 1.47(a) on the 
grounds that some of the co-inventors refuse to sign an oath or declaration.

Mr. Gagne asked that Ms. Hinco send the documents via regular mail, which she 
did. Mr. Tari informed Ms. Hinco that he was not available.
